A ll are ready for senate action, 
with rent controls tabbed for de­ 
bate M onday after a routine busi­ 
ness session today.

GOP-Southern 
Democrat coalition forced 
adop­ 
tion of a debate-limiting rule as­ 
sailed as ineffective by Dem ocrat­ 
ic leaders.

The atomic energy commission 
in Washington said none of its 
plants or contractors had reported 
the loss of any m aterial essential 
to the making of an atom bomb.

New York, (ZP)— A sudden blot 
in the brain struck down an el­ 
derly civil engineer at the peak 
of his career. 
The stroke left him bed-ridden, 
voiceless, hopeless. 
In time he came— on a stretch­ 
er— to the Manhattan Beach Vet­ 
erans’ hospital in Brooklyn. He 
found company there among its 
“ forgotten men,” 
graduates 
of 
the first and second World War 
with ailments so serious their re­ 
covery chances were doubtful. 
Ami he found women there who 
were willing to spend endless time 
to help him find his voice again. 
They were volunteer Gray Ladies 
from the Brooklyn chapter of the 
Red Cross. 
They took him 
into 
a 
small 
room for treatment of victims of 
aphasia, the loss or impairment of 
speech that comes from certain 
illnesses and brain 
injuries. 
It 
was a bright sunny room, but the 
engineer felt alone and lost. He 
wanted to be by himself. 
“ He would get 
hysterical 
and 
weep,” recalled 
Miss 
Elizabeth 
Kelly, one of the Gray Ladies. 
The engineer watched morose­ 
ly as Miss 
Kelly 
and 
Florence 
Conklin, another volunteer, held 
up small cards on which words 
had been printed. He saw other 
patients 
pronounce 
anew 
the 
words— “ book,” 
“ bird,” 
“ eat” — 
simple childhood words that had 
become lost in the broken pattern 
of the vocal paths in their brains. 
Frankie Boosts Morale 
There was a young combat vet­ 
eran whose head had been struck 
by 
shrapnel. 
He 
learned 
400 
words in a year. There was little 
Frankie, a veteran of 
the 
first 
war who learned to walk after be­ 
ing paralyzed for 12 years. 
Frankie, 
the 
hospital’s 
best 
morale builder, inched on tortur­ 
ed feet to the engineer, as he did 
to all the 
other 
patients, 
and 
mumbled to him through a thick 
tongue: 
“ Fight! Fight! Fight!” 
And 
gradually 
the 
engineer 
summoned up the w ill to try— to 
fight to 
overcome 
the 
damage 
wrought by the hidden enemy in 
him, a broken blood vessel. There 
was nothing wrong with his in­ 
telligence. He could still under­ 
stand. Ho could still read. But he 
couldn’t even pronounce his own 
name. 
“ That is what often comes back 
to them first— the ability to speak 
their own names and the names of 
those they love,” 
said 
Bernard 
Eel eastern, chief 
of 
education 
therapy at the hospital. 
Word by word 
the 
engineer 
worked to recover 
his 
spoken 
vocabulary. Miss K elly and Miss 
Conklin worked with him alter­ 
nately, week after week, as long 
as his strength permitted. Some­ 
times he learned a word only to 
lose again the ability to say it— 
the vocal pattern 
has 
clouded 
once more. 
Recently the engineer passed a 
milestone on his road to recovery. 
He turned to Miss 
Conklin 
and 
said unexpectedly:

Washington.— If a grand jury ever gets 
to the bottom of the New York wire-tap­ 
ping scandal, it will find that it was about 
as safe to talk on the tele­ 
phone in Manhattan as to 
dodge across 5th avenue 
in the middle of the traf­ 
fic rush. 
So many big­ 
wigs are involved, how­ 
ever, 
that 
it’s 
highly 
doubtful whether all the 
facts w ill ever be made 
public. 
However, it can be re­ 
vealed that the confiden- 
Pcarson 
tial wire - tapping note­ 
book carried by Detective Kenneth Ryan 
listed the name of Bernard Baruch as one 
whose phone either was being tapped, or 
about to be tapped. 


Further, General Motors had retained 
the law firm 
which 
employed 
Ryan— 
John G. Broady—to tap the wires of its 
auto dealers, presumably to see whether 
they were selling cars on the black market. 
Other clients of Broady were Martin Straus 
of Eversharp Pencil Co., James Cromwell 
in his divorce suit against Doris Duke, and 
Madame Patino, wife of the Bolivian tin 
millionaire. 


Ryan, who works for Broady, used to 
check the wires of the late Franklin D 
Roosevelt’s New York home to make sure 
they were not tapped. 
In brief, no one’s 
wires in New York were considered safe. 


One 
point 
of 
interest to government 
wire-tapping experts is where the Ryan- 
Broady combine got their telephone equip­ 
ment, since it is not easily obtainable. Ryan 
has indicated to New York officials that 
he secured it from the telephone company 
through underground channels. Mr. Clen­ 
denin Ryan, incidentally, recently 
took 
over the chairmanship 
of 
International 
Telephone and Telegraph. 
YOUNG MR. RYAN CLEANS UP 


Clendenin Ryan, who donated $1,000,000 
to clean up municipal governments from 
coast to coast, is a rich man’s son who has 
tried, with varying success, to do some­ 
thing for his country. The trouble is that 
he has tackled a mayor who himself has 
tangled with Tammany. Also, Ryan hasn’t 
known where the power of private money 
should stop and the 
government 
should 
step in. 


Clendenin’s grandfather was fabulously 
rich Thomas Fortune Ryan, who, begin­ 
ning as a Baltimore drv-goods cleirk 
in 
18G8, came to own 
diamond 
mines 
in 
Africa, 
the 
street railways of Chicago, 
the Equitable Life Assurance company of 
the U. S. A., the British-American Tobacco 
Co., plus the electric light systems in m a n y 
of the big cities of the United States. 
Those 
were 
days when income taxes 
were little or nothing and a man could ac­ 
quire wealth. Part of old Thomas Fortune 
Ryan’s $141,000,000 was passed down to 
grandson Clendenin, a zealous follower of 
Fiorello LaGtiardia, who has wanted to use 
it more idealistically than his grandfather. 
Young Ryan is a close friend of fellow 
Princetonian Secretary of Defense Forrest- 
a1, under whom he served in the navy. And 
when Communist-inspired strikes paralyz­ 
ed Frence in November 1947, 
Forrestal 
asked his young friend to raise money ti* 
help break the strike. Ryan did so. He pass­ 
ed the hat among New York friends, came 
back with $25,000. 
This was distributed among certain 
French Communist leaders. 
And, 
though 
other factors helped, the 
French 
strikes 
evaporated. 
ITALIAN ELECTION SLUSH FUND 
Later, in February, 1948, Italy was in the 
throes of her first real election in two de­ 
cades. The Communists were bent on w in­ 
ning. Again1 Secretary Forrestal came to hi? 
young friend, told him he was broke and 
asked that he raise money for the Italian 
political campaign. 
Ryan 
called 
a 
meeting of New York 
friends. A Forrestal representative describ­ 
ed the situation in Italy. Seventy thousand
